A group of 15 students at Olympus Junior High 
School in Salt Lake City surveyed students from 
around the world about Utah’s bid to host the 2002 
Winter Olympics. 

The survey was part of a two-week project con- 
ducted by students enrolled in the school’s telecom- 
munication class. Using “Kid’s Cafe,” an Internet 
computer program designed for early-teen users, 
the students were able to 
communicate with stu- 


dents in nations outside Ay in he 

the U.S., including Japan, 

Germany, Norway, South ‘> aa

In preparation for the »& ~ 


survey, the students lis- 
tened to speakers explain 
the positive and negative 
aspects of hosting the QV 
Olympics. Based on that 

information, the students wrote fact sheets listing 
all the pros and cons involving the issue, which 
were then combined and used to formulate the sur- 
vey questions. 

The questions used were: 

-If you have had the Olympics where you live, did 
you like the effect it had and would you like to 
have them again? 

-Did the Olympics cost taxpayers a lot of money? 


-Are the (Olympic) facilities still being used? 


like to give your opinion, we would love to hear 
from you. 

Within a few days, the class received 10 respons- 
es, including four from Canada. Six of the respons- 
es were positive to the Olympic bid, three were 
more neutral and one negative. 

“When Lillehammer hosted the games, this was 
the biggest event ever to happen in our little coun- 
try,” said the student from Norway. “Long before 
the Olympics were hosted there were, as in Utah, 
many opinions about the issue, but when the 
Olympics came everyone got caught up in the spir- 
it. Money is a very important factor in all this, but 
don’t ignore the human factor. (The Olympics) cre- 
ated a very strong pride among the people.” 

The student from New York, whose state hosted 
the 1980 Winter Olympics in Lake Placid, respond- 
ed negatively. 

“Our state did indeed lose money and the place of 
the games is now only occasionally used for recre- 
ational purposes,” he said. “I would strongly urge 
you to think the events out. The environment will 
be hurt no matter what anyone says. 

“Just hauling the garbage out will be a problem. 
The only reason for having the games is for the 
publicity,” he said. 

“Why do you have to make such an elaborate 
‘Hollywood’ production out of hosting the 
Olympics?” said another student from Japan. “You 
don’t have to make Jules Verne type buildings that 
no one will visit after the Olympics. Think about 
making buildings that can be dissembled after the 


after the games.” 

The survey was of special interest to the student 
who responded from South Africa, where the peo- 
ple are facing similar questions. 

“Your problem is also one which concerns my 
city. Our politicians want the 2004 Olympic 
Games,” he said. “They think that it will have won- 
derful benefits and the ability to make a profit.” 

“One reason for having the Winter Games in Utah 
is to show the world where Utah is,” he said. 

Although the purpose of this project was to intro- 
duce students and their ideas to other students in 
the world, and expose them to worldwide-commu- 
nication technology, Sandi Eberhardt, an adviser on 
the project, said it was fun to see the kids run with 
the idea of finding out what people around the 
world thought about Utah’s. Olympic bid, and have 
fun in the process, she said. 

“The telecommunication class focuses on issues 
that face Utah’s young people, their future and how 
these issues are viewed by students in other parts of 
the world,” Eberhardt said. 

Before the survey was done, the 15 students voted 
on whether or not Utah should host the Olympics, 
said Donna Graves, co-adviser on the project. The 
results were 13 to two for hosting the Olympics. 

After the project was completed and with a broad- 
er perspective on the issue, the students voted 
again. However, the tally remained the same. 

“T liked the project, and my opinion has differed 
from yes to no and then back to yes,” said David 
Frazier, a student at Olympus junior high.

Council restricts housing constructio):

Other possible changes include 
requiring more landscaping, reducing 
the density of buildings allowed in 
some areas, allowing apartments to be 
built in Provo’s downtown commer- 
cial area and requiring designs for 
new housing to be approved by the 
city, Stewart said. 

Changes will not be drastic, said 
Leland Gamette, director of Provo’s 
Department of Community 
Development. Gamette said this is a 
good time to halt new building pro- 
jects since little construction happens 
this time of year anyway. 

The city council has been studying 
high-density housing in Provo for six 
months in response to neighborhood 
concern, and it hopes to complete 
investigation of the possible changes 
in building codes by March. The city 
has considered issues such as the 
impact of high-density housing on air 
quality, roads, parking, energy flow 
and historic sites. 


The Provo City Council passed a 
resolution Tuesday that could result in 
less, but better quality, off-campus 
housing beirig built close to BYU. 

The resolution will halt all new con- 
struction of high-density housing, 
such as apartments and condomini- 
ums, in the densely populated areas 
near BYU for the next six months. 
Meanwhile, the city will consider a 
policy designed to shift the focus of 
Provo developers away from high- 
density housing. 

Provo Mayor George Stewart hopes 
changes will improve the quality of 
housing in these areas. He said some 
of the housing units are poorly built. 

“In the past, the city was so devel- 
oper-friendly that anything went,” 
Stewart said. “That’s not going to 
happen anymore.” 

One considered change would 
require developers to provide parking 
to accommodate each building’s 
capacity, Stewart said. Such a change 
would prevent developers from pro- 
viding only one or two parking spaces 
per unit, while owners may rent each 
unit to six individuals with cars.

In Tuesday’s State of the Union 
Address, President Clinton men- 
tioned clean air as a national con- 
cern and praised legislation which 
has helped clean up the air. 

“Let’s remember what national 
action in the national interest has 
given us,” he said. “It has given us 
cleaner air and cleaner water.” 

Ken Buchi, chair of the Wasatch 
Clean Air Coalition, said the issue 
of pollution is two-fold. There are 
point sources (a single, identifiable 
polluter) and mobile sources of air 
pollution. He said point sources are 
“controlled, but certainly have a 


long way to go.” 

Point sources like Geneva Steel 
and Kennecott Copper contribute 
26 percent of Nitrogen-Oxide pol- 
lution and 54 percent of PM1O, 
according to the Salt Lake Tribune. 

Mobile sources like automobiles 
are a more complex issue, Buchi 
said. To reduce automobile pollu- 
tion, “it would require major 
lifestyle changes.” 

_ Buchi also addressed city plan- 
ning as an option, saying we need 

0 “look at how we are building and 
growing so we aren’t totally depen- 
dent on automobiles to move 
around.”

reducing air pollution by organiz- 
ing car pools, combining trips to 
reduce pollution since most emis-. 
sions occur at start-up and during 
start-and-go driving, riding bikes or 
walking rather than driving, using 
mass transit and writing letters. to 
local officials urging them to devel- 
op bike paths. 

Marvin Kuchar, associate profes- 
sor of chemistry, said he feels car- 
pooling is the solution. 

“People have a love affair with 
their cars,” he said, noting that BYU 
could cut down on parking problems 
and air pollution by reserving park- 


ing lots close to campus for carpool- 
ers. 

Lt. Steve Baker, BYU traffic office 
manager, said BYU does have some 
incentives for students and faculty to 
carpool. Students and faculty can 
register with the traffic office to get 
parking stickers for each car in the 
pool. 

Baker said the traffic office is con- 
sidering providing parking spaces 
which are closer to campus for those 
who carpool. However, he said other 
universities he has talked to have 
had problems with people abusing 
such parking privileges. 


AIDS patient offers hope 
for possible vaccinations

BOSTON — One man’s HIV infec- 
tion over a decade ago is giving scien- 
tists their first evidence of the safety 
of an AIDS vaccine that has been con- 
sidered too dangerous for people. 

In a kind of unintended natural 
experiment, the man caught a geneti- 
cally weakened form of the AIDS 
virus. Typically people fall ill within 
10 years of contracting HIV. But this 
man, now 44, appears to be perfectly 
healthy at least 12 years after getting 
infected. 

About 5 percent of HIV-infected 
people show no signs of immune sys- 
tem damage more “than a decade after 
catching the virus. 

Understanding the factors that keep 
them healthy is a major goal of AIDS 
research. 

The study is the first to show that 
long-term HIV survival clearly may 
result from catching a crippled ver- 
sion of the virus. 

One healthy patient does not prove 
safety. And it also does not demon- 


strate whether the vaccine wards off 


other HIV infections. But the 
researchers said it may have kept the 
man, a hemophiliac, from getting 
more lethal forms of the virus from 
his clotting material, which was pro- 
duced before it was routinely 
screened for HIV. 

Scientists showed two years ago that 
giving monkeys this weakened form 
of the virus protects them from catch- 
ing the lethal variety, despite deliber- 


ate exposure. Yet it does not make the 
monkeys sick. 

The case of the man who was inad- 
vertently vaccinated was described in 
Thursday’s issue of the New England 
Journal of Medicine by researchers 
from the New England Regional 
Primate Research Center and the 
University of Massachusetts Medical 
School. 

The search for a human AIDS vac- 
cine has been disappointing. Giving 
dead fragments of the virus does not 
appear to stimulate the body enough 
to ward off infection. Yet giving a 
weakened but live virus — called an 
attenuated vaccine — is considered 
too risky because of the chance it will 
cause the disease it is intended to pre- 
vent. 

Dr. Ronald C. Desrosiers of the pri- 
mate.center said many scientists agree 
that a live attenuated AIDS vaccine is 
likely to be the mtost effective at pre- 
venting infection. 

“But the big concern is safety, safe- 
ty, safety, safety,” he said. “This guy 
is doing fine. This is evidence of sorts 
that it can be safe.” 

In an accompanying editorial in the 
journal, Dr. David Baltimore of 
Massachusetts Institute’of Technology 
wrote that “continued study of an 
attenuated vaccine is reasonable.” 

He noted that a still-unpublished 
study, conducted by Dr. Ruth 
Ruprecht of the Dana Farber Cancer 
Institute in Boston, found that the 
crippled virus caused AIDS when 
given to baby monkeys.

Students fans deserve 
best basketball seats. 


The BYU Marriott Center Ticket Office should change the way it distributes stu- 
dent season tickets so the students who buy tickets every: year and go to the games 
on}a regular basis are rewarded with better seats. 

The ticket office has experimented in the past with different ways of distributing 
tickets. Much improvement has been made, but more improvement is necessary. 

furrently, students are given random seating assignments according to the group 
they go with to pick up their tickets. These tickets are for the student section on the 
north side of the Marriott Center, where the seating is benches instead of individ- 
ual seats. The season tickets are printed after the orders are received in September, 
sorthe space reserved for tickets is accurate. This year, about 6,200 student season 


ti¢kets were sold. 


However, most students who receive their “random” tickets are disappointed 
because most of their seats are above the concourse, meaning the seats in sections 
numbered 100 or higher. They are further disappointed to see non-students and 
even opposing teams’ fans sitting below them in better seats. 

The lower concourse of the student section seats 4,299. Some of the west side of 
the student section is reserved for members of the athletic department, friends and 
family of the players, and the band. Also, about 300 tickets are reserved for mem- 
bers of the Cougar Pride Club, whose members pay an extra $50 to join, and who 
get the first several rows of seats at center court. 

if a generous amount of seats are reserved for all these people — about 1,300 — 
that still leaves 3,000 seats for the 6,000 remaining students who purchased season 
ti¢kets. That means for about every other game, a student should be sitting below 


the concourse. But this isn’t happening. 


About 9,000 regular season tickets are sold to non-students every year. The seats 
are sold on a priority basis, with previous season ticket holders being able to 
reserve their same seats for the next year. Additionally, faculty are offered seats on 
a priority points basis according to years of university service. 

The Marriott Center should change its policy so devoted students are rewarded. It 
has experimented in the past with different distribution techniques and has made 
improvements, but the system is not perfect. Some suggestions: 

« Ensure that student season tickets are the best student tickets available. This 
will help more students buy season tickets and make sure that they have better 
seats than if they just bought tickets one game at a time, ultimately increasing 


actual attendance at games. 


*« Enforce the policy that only students.can use student tickets. The ticket takers at 
the*door can make a logical decision on whether a ticket holder is indeed a student. 


With this enforcement, fewer students will give or sell their tickets to non-students, ° 


and the students from the rafters will benefit. 

* Reward those students who faithfully buy season tickets and attend games by 
giving third- and fourth-year season ticket buyers priority, similar to the points pri- 
ority the faculty uses. This will increase fan loyalty and a more static number of 


season tickets sold from season to season. 


Student fan involvement is essential to a winning basketball program. Perhaps the 
lack of students who don’t show up to the games reflects the displeasure of those 
students who can see the game better at home watching TV than sitting just 
berfeath the ceiling of the Marriott Center (as many as 10,000 people who already 
had. tickets. chose not-to.go-to.some. games: earlier this season,.according to.some 


estimates).

“The Lord, in his own time and in 
his own way, worked a miracle by 


helping me find a place where I could — 


finally experience growth and recoy- 
ery, Jason said. 

“After years of trying and failing, I 
am free of my homosexual feelings 
and I continue doing the things I have 
learmed to keep my same-sex needs 
met s\o I don’t relapse,” Jason said. 
“As a whole man who now enjoys 
freedom from homosexual issues, I 
would hope the brethren would never 
stop speaking out against the great 
evil of homosexuality.” 

Gary’s experience was similar to 
Jason’s. “I wasn’t what the other boys 
were,” Gary said.

Gary also believed that after a mis- 
sion and marriage the problem would 
disappear. When no progress was 
made, he decided he could not ignore 
the issue of same-sex attraction any 
longer and found a release in the 
Evergreen sports program. 

“For me it was not a sexual or bio- 
logical Wisse Gary: “Sarde 
“Overcoming same-sex attraction 
meant changing my concept of self — 
who I was, what I valued and how I 
related to other people.” 

“Over a period of several years, I 
was able to discover heterosexuality,” 
Gary said. “Evergreen was a tool 
which, when accompanied by profes- 
sional therapy and a strong personal 
resolve to change, allowed me to do 
that.” 

Change is possible when an individ- 
ual decides that heterosexuality is the 
only acceptable choice, he said. 

“There is a way to ‘do it, but you 
have to find out what it is,” Gary said. 
“It requires a lot of humility.” 

“God always heard my prayers, and 
he helps you all he can if you are will- 
ing to work,” he said.

Professor dies 
of cancer at 61

Professor of Church History, A. 
Gary Anderson, died Saturday morn- 
ing. from pancreatic cancer at the age 
of 6. 

Anderson was instrumental in devel- 
oping the Teachings of the Living 
Prophets course and has taught vari- 
ous ‘religion courses since he came to 
BYU in the 1960s. 

He was serving as BYU’s Doctrine 
and:Covenants Area Coordinator at 
the time of his death. 

“He was a quiet but powerful indi- 
viddal and was very friendly,” said 
Richard O. Cowan, chairman of the 
Department of Church History. 

Anderson had begun to feel weak 
during the early part of the Fall 
Semiester. 

Doctors performed an exploratory 
surgery and found that he had pancre- 
atic’ cancer. Anderson left BYU on 
disability leave soon after. 

Anderson had a reputation of being 
the type of professor students loved to 
visit because he cared about them and 
about helping them with their prob- 
lems. 

One speaker at the funeral 
Wednesday said students always left 
Anderson’s office with a smile. 

“Every day at the end of our New 
Téstament class Brother Anderson 
would bear his testimony to us. He 
shared with us what he really thought 
was important in life. It left an 
impression on me,” said Tara Bleak, a 
sophomore majoring in English 
Secondary Education. 

Anderson had been compared by 
some to the Nathaniel spoken of by 
Jesus in the New Testament, being 
without guile. 

“Brother Anderson did not have to 
teach the gospel by words because his 
life was testament enough,” said one 
speaker at Anderson’s funeral. 

Anderson had been most recently 
involved in research from which he 
hoped to verify the exact trail the 
Mormon pioneers took from Nauvoo 
to Salt Lake. 

He wanted to locate various sites of 
historical and religious Hnporrenes 
along the trail. 

Anderson had led two semesters 
abroad to Jerusalem and was a coun- 
selor in the Orem Stake Presidency. 
He was buried Wednesday in 
Ephraim. 
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Legal advice made available 
through Y law school program

Building, law students are earning 
class credit while providing commu- 
nity residents and BYU students with 
free law services. 

Tuesday Night Bar, a free service 
that provides students with law help, 
was started in conjunction with the 
Central Utah Bar Association and the 
J. Reuben Clark Law School in 
Octoher 1992. 

This program involves both students 
and practicing attorneys who volun- 
teer time each Tuesday night to dis- 
cuss potential law cases and give law 
advice to members of the community 
and to BYU students. 

The 350 to 400 attorneys working at 
Tuesday Night Bar are from the 
Central Utah Bar Association. 

Since all attorneys are required to do 
volunteer work, Tuesday Night Bar 
provides these attorneys with opportu- 
nities to do service in their local 
areas. 

The attorneys also get a chance to 
mentor law students and provide them 
with an opportunity to work with real 
clients. 

Although the students do not give 
actual law advice, students do con- 
duct client interviews and discuss 
client cases. 

Law students who work in Tuesday 
Night Bar are registered for Professor 
Larry Farmer’s Legal Interviewing 
and Counseling class and are then 
assigned times to work at Tuesday 
Night Bar. 

“Tuesday Night Bar is a laboratory 
where students can observe attorneys 
and clients,” Farmer said. 

“Students are required to sit in or 
observe at least three sessions of 
Tuesday Night Bar.” 


The BYU students and community . 


members who come to Tuesday Night 
Bar agree to be observed and are then 
directed to an attorney for legal help. 

The client is then interviewed by the 
attorney to discuss the case in further 
detail. 

The interview takes about 30 min- 
utes. After the interview, the client is 
either given specific advice or is 
referred to someone else. 

“The attorneys agree never to refer a 
client to themselves or to their law 
firm, Tuesday Night Bar is not a self- 
serving program,” said Professor 
James Backman, supervisor of 
Tuesday Night Bar. 

“Before, Tuesday Night Bar stu- 
dents did role playing and used video 
tapes, but there was no reality to their 
work. Now law students have the

Shipping 
costs can run as high as $200 because 
of the heavy weight of 35 mm film 
strip containers. Marshall chooses 
films from all over the world and 
orders them all together to get pack- 
age deals. Other expenses include 
printing costs of posters and flyers, 
which reach $5,000 per year. Viewers 
have a great opportunity since stu- 


dents can watch the movies free of 


charge with Activity Cards. 

“The Movie Companies we rent 
from are curious about the audience 
we have,” says Marshall. In a world

“Salome,” set in the decadent palace 
of King Herod in Judea, explores the 
dark side of human nature: obsession, 
lust, perversity and dissipation.

“Including these incidents in 
the scriptures is the Lord’s way of 
helping us understand the world we 
live in — that there is a force of evil 
out there.” 

“Without some knowledge of things 
like this, we would be somewhat 
naive about this world. Opposition is 
necessary and essential,” he added.

shouldn’t base your entire opinion of 
opera on this one because it is very 
dark, it explores the very worst part of 
human nature. 

Wilde took his inspiration for the 
play from the New Testament episode 
of the beheading of John the Baptist. 
Both the play and the opera provoked 
controversy when they premiered. 

In 1907, its first performance in 
London was “modified” to make it 
suitable for British audiences. In the 
early 1900's, the Metropolitan Opera 
in New York City, withdrew its first 
production of the opera after one per- 
formance.

It’s only January, but it’s feeling a 
lot like March around here as the 
BYU Cougars and the UTEP Miners 
get ready to square off tonight in the 
Marriott Center. 

Although the WAC champion won’t 
be crowned until March, tonight’s 
game between the Cougars and the 
Miners may go a long way in deter- 
mining who wins the conference. 

Coming into the game, BYU and 
UTEP sit atop the WAC standings 
with 6-1 records. Tonight’s winner 
will remain at the top - alone. The 
loser will have an uphill battle the rest 
of the season. 

“This is a big game! No question 
about it. We have the conference lead- 
ers playing each other,” said BYU 
Assistant Coach Lynn Archibald. 

BYU forward Russell Larson said, 
“We expect a dogfight. UTEP’s a very 
good basketball team. We’ll have to 
play with a high level of intensity.” 

The stats show that UTEP is a good 
team. Thus far the Miners are leading 
the WAC in field-goal shooting, hit- 
ting 50.7 percent of their shots. 

Don Haskins, who has coached 
UTEP for 33 years, winning a nation- 
al championship in 1966, has said that 
this may be one of the best shooting 
club he’s ever coached. 

“They are a very disciplined team,” 
Archibald said. “Haskins’ teams 
always play hard and they always 
play good defense. They also have an 
outstanding player in Antoine 
Gillespie.” 

Gillespie, a 6-4 senior, comes into 
the game as perhaps the WAC’s 
hottest player, averaging 24 points per 
game. Last year, he keyed UTEP to a 
62-61 win at the Marriott Center. 

“Gillespie hurt us last year,”

The Utah Jazz extended their win 
streak to 10 games Wednesday night 
by throttling a tired Sacramento Kings 
team, 130-88, at the Delta Center.

Aussie Open semifinals- 
an ‘all-American’ event

MELBOURNE, Australia — In all 
the decades American men sailed over 
or flew in to play Grand Slam tennis 
tournaments on foreign soil, they 
never ruled one as they have this 
Australian Open. 

Pete Sampras, Andre Agassi, 
Michael Chang and Aaron Krickstein, 
the all-American semifinalists, 
accomplished a feat unmatched in the 
golden years of Bill Tilden and his 
buddies in the 1920s and the fiery 
days of Jimmy Connors, John 
McEnroe and friends in the 1970s and 
“80s. 

The last time American men domi- 
nated a Grand Slam like this - and the 
only other time since the Open era 
began in 1968 - was at the U.S. Open 
in 1979, when Connors, McEnroe, 
Vitas Gerulaitis and Roscoe Tanner 
reached the semis. 

“That’s pretty amazing ... when you 
include me,” said Krickstein, the last 
and least likely of the foursome to get 
so far in the Australian. “I think the 
other guys expect to get there every 
time. But it was nice for me to pop in 
there after five years. 

“I don’t think anyone would have 
put money on it before the tourna- 
ment, but I’m glad to be one of the 
four. We have so many good players 
in the United States, you could form 
three or four Davis Cup teams and 
have some good teams.” 

Except for wartime interruptions, 
Wimbledon. has. been played since 
1877, the French since 1925, the 
Australian since 1905, and not once in

The 16th-annual Miss Indian 


Scholarship pageant will be held next 
month in Provo, and the deadline for 
applications is February 14. 

Doreen Hendrickson, executive 
director, said the pageant is a unique 
event. Although there are more than 
60 different pageants in the Utah area, 
the Miss Indian pageant is the only 
one in the state — and the country — 
that requires applicants to prove one- 
fourth Indian ancestry. Participants 
must also be U.S. citizens, never have 
been married and be between the ages 
of 17 and 24. 

Hendrickson, who has directed the 
pageant since it began in 1980, said 
her family has long been involved 
with Native Americans. She said she 
first became interested in pageants 
after one of her daughters entered the 
Miss Arizona competition. 

“Before that, | was very anti- 
pageant,” she said. “But I saw what it 
did for her self-esteem. And when I 
was given the chance to direct this 
pageant, I jumped at it. 

“This is not a beauty pageant,” 
Hendrickson said. “It’s a scholarship 
pageant, and the girls are expected to 
have character, be service-oriented 
and familiar with current social and 
civic issues. We require the girls to 
sign a contract certifying they are of 
high moral standards.” 

Participants will attend a series of 
workshops covering wardrobe, inter- 
views and personal resumes the week 
before the pageant. 

Hendrickson said the pageant 
receives no commercial sponsorship, 
the American Indian 
Services provides scholarships of 
$1,000 to the winners. 

“My son does the printing, and my 
daughter prepares food and flowers. 
Financially, it costs me, but I believe 
in it. 

“This pageant tends to be forgotten 
among Utah’s many pageants,” she 
said. “But we’ve had the thrill of hav- 
ing one of our girls win the Miss Utah 
pageant, our first year. And recently 
one of our girls went on to become 
Miss America. 

“It’s not the winning, though, that 
matters. It’s the experience they gain,” 
Hendrickson said.

Science center 


to be finished 
by this June

The Ezra Taft Benson Science 
Building, which has been under con- 
struction for three years, is on sched- 
ule to be completed this June, with 
classes starting Fall Semester, 1995. 

The building, which was dedicated 
April 9, 1993, “will be one of the 
most prominent on our campus,” said 
BYU President Rex E. Lee. The 
building will also add much-needed 
classroom space and “make the chem- 
istry classes more centrally located,” 
said Brent Harker, associate director 
of public communications, 

The 191,000 gross square-foot 
building will house mostly chemistry 
disciplines. It will contain state of the 
art equipment designed to give stu- 
dents a first-rate education, Harker 
said. 

President Ezra Taft Benson, the 13th 
president of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of.Latter-day Saints, was laud- 
ed_at the groundbreaking. “This build- 
ing will be a memorial to a great life 
well-lived; a life dedicated to people 
and the improvement of the circum- 
stances in which they live,” President 
Hinckley said. 

Others also noted President 
Benson’s contributions. “For as long 
as I can remember, since my first days 
as a student here almost 40 years ago, 
President Benson has been actively 
involved and highly interested in this 
university,” President Lee said. 

When it is completed, President 
Hinckley said, the ETBSB will be one 
of the finest places for the teaching of 
chemistry in all the world, according 
to an article in Brigham Young 
Magazine. 

The ETBSB will have “more utili- 
ties. and teaching and experimental 
equipment than any other building on 
campus,” said Gene Libutti of BYU 
physical facilities. 

The Oakland Construction Company 
of Salt Lake City, which recently 
completed the construction of the 
LDS temples in San Diego and 
Bountiful, is doing construction on 
the building. 

The design features three connected 
wings with four above-ground levels 
and a basement in the central build- 
ing, complete with faculty and student 
offices, laboratories and classrooms. 
The east wing will house biochem- 
istry facilities. 

The west wing’s ground-level space 
contains classrooms and three audito- 
riums two of which seat 250, and 
another which seats 162 with smaller 
classrooms in the basement. The 
rounded glass-walled study area will 
offer a panoramic view of the campus 
and mountains to the north. 


New programs 
link students 
to info highway

Internet, E-Mail and AIM are avail- 
able to BYU students and staff in their 
own homes through YVAX and Yblaz, 
two programs established by the 
University. 

BYU’s computing services have 
made it possible for students and cam- 
pus staff to access the University’s 
modem pool from their personal home 
computers, said Sharon 
Fotheringham, customer support coor- 
dinator at University Computing 
Facilities. 

With Internet, students are able to 
write and receive messages from 
home within minutes. Professors can 
correspond with professors around the 
world, and chronic procrastinators can 
add or drop classes from home by 
accessing AIM. 

With YVAX, students receive an E- 
Mail address, non-graphical Internet, 
access to AIM and more for only $10 
per semester. YVAX is available 
through University Computing 
Facilities in 151 TMCB. 

“Since January, or the beginning of 
Winter Semester, the number of peo- 
ple requesting access to YVAX has 
increased significantly,’ Fotheringham 
said. 

Yblaz, a supplement of YVAX, is 
available through the Student 
Computing Support Center (SCS) in 
156 TMCB. To access Yblaz, students 
or staff must already have an E-Mail 
address or access to YVAX. With 
Yblaz, students and staff can also 
access Internet, but it would be graph- 
ical. 

Gene Ushinsky, a computer support 
representative with SCS and an under- 
graduate majoring in computer sci- 
ence, said that with Yblaz students 
have access to Mosaic on Internet: He 
added Mosaic is easier to use than the 
non-graphical Internet on YVAX, yet 
it is more expensive, costing the user 
$30 more a semester. 

Not only do students or staff who 
would like to access YVAX or Yblaz 
need to open up an account; but they 
also need the proper computer hard- 
ware. 


Ushinsky said that students who live » 


in off-campus housing must have a 
personal computer with either a 
modem or a dataphone. Students and 
staff that live in on-campus housing 
can only access YVAX and Yblaz 
through a dataphone.
